SHIP SPEED-UP 


A SCHEME BY WHICH cargo ships of any size 
up to 10,000 tons can be built on the “moving belt” 
system in Australia, Canada, India, the U.S.A., or 
in this country has now been perfected by Dr. John 
Tutin, one of our foremost naval architects, writes 


a Home correspondent. 
The practicability and advant- 
ize of the scheme, 1 understand, 
have already been — endorsed 
enthusiastically by ga number of 
prominent shipbuilders, 


Sir Eustace Tennyson d'’Eyn- 
court, a former Director of Naval 
Construction, bas drawn up a 
detailed report on this scheme in 
which he states that “such a ship- 
yard and engine works would, 
without difficulty, do the work of 
ve or osix ordinary yards of 
about the same size and on a 
more profitable basis, 


Dr. Tutin's new type of ship- 
yard, for which patent applica- 
tions have been lodged, does away 
with launching. 

It is essentially an ‘assembly 
line” plant which starts In a shal- 
low canal, At the upper end of 
this canal the double bottom, 
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which actually comprises the keel 
of any ship, is floated. 


Wioving Along Line 


The hull construction and 
equipment is carried out at suc- 
cessive stages along the “assem- 
bly line." At each stage provi- 
sion is made for the necessary 
material, machinery, handling 
gear and labour. 


At the point where the bull is 
ready for machinery installation, 
the line of ships is jntersected by 
the propelling machinery shops, 


of finished marine engines or for 
the assenibly of engime manufac- 
tured by outside contractors. 


Similarty, | the rull assembly 
fine may be arranged either for 
the manufacture of structural 
items in the shops alongside or 
for fabricated parts manufactured 
by outside contractors. 


Thus, if the ting moves once a 
month, the output wil) be 12 ships 
per annum; once a week, 52 per 
annum. 

As the ships in line progress, 
they enter the deeper water of a 
river until, when finished, they 
Moat off to sea. 


Launching Cost Goes 


There are many advantages. 
The cost of launching, which is 
often enormous, is abolished. The 
restriction of shipbuilding to wide 
rivers with ample launching space 
is eliminated.

THE CHINA 


R.A.F. RAIDS ON Hamburg in May had a “de- 
vastating effect” in spite of elaborate anti-aircraft 
defence and camouflage precautions, according to a 
German-Jewish citizen who has just arrived in New 
York via Lisbon and whose name is withheld be- 
cause members of his family are still in Germany. 

His account of the destruction, based on per- 
sonal observation and written for ‘The New York 


Times,” follows: 

“Reports reaching this country 
ef actual damage done to German 
cities by RVA.F. raids are = inac- 
curale and jncomplete, to say the 
least. The Nazis have clamped 
down a strict censorship on such 
news, mentioning definite build- 
ings only when it suits their pur-! 
pose. The British, on the other! 
hand, depend entirely on obServa- 
tion from the alr which must, cf 
necessity, ‘be superficial, 

“In Hamburg, which had great- 
ly suffered from air raids before, 
- the attacks in May had a devast- 
ating effect, and could not fail to 
affect the morale of the people. 
Thousands of children have been 
evacuated months ago to Vienna, 
Bavaria and other points south, 
and many of them may never see 
their parents again. Almost all 
wealthy Hamburgers have sent 
their families out of the city. 

River Elbe Divides 
City 

“In considering air raids on 
Hamburg one must keep in mind 
the layout of the city and its 
port. The two are separated by 
the River Elbe, the city proper, 
being north, the port south of it. 
This makes jit easy for bombers 
to pick out their principal objec- 
tives, and reduces the loss of 
civilian life to a minimum. 

“Nevertheless, there are legi- 
timate targets within the busl- 
nefs and residential sections of 
the city, such as railroad 
stations, gas and electric power 
stations, minor industries and 
other establishments. Yet Ham- 
burg.has never been bombed 
indiscriminately as were Lon- 
don and other English cities. 

“Anti-aircraft batteries, search- 
lights and barrage balloons are 
distributed throughout the city, 
and, naturally, the R.A.F. ‘planes 
are trying to hit these. The 
civilian population realises this, 
and does not fal for Goebbels’ 
clumsy propaganda which keeps 
on repeating the same old story 
that the R.A.F. is out to destroy 
workers’ homes and _ hospitals. 
Only recently a small shack 
(value $10) in the garden of a' 
worker in an industrial suburb’ 
of Hamburg was hit.” This inci- 
dent was exploited by Goebbels. 
in a long article appearing in all 
German papers as proof of ‘pluto- 
cratic’ Britain’s afm to hurt the, 
workers primarily.

Deutsche Bank, Adolphs Platz, 
hit twice, half the buflding des- 
troved.

The anti-aircraft bat- 
tery and twenty soldiers station- 
ed there were blown off the roof 
by the blast. 

“Once the Moenckebergstrasse, 
Hamburg’s principal business 
street, running from the main 
railway station to the City Hall, 
was closed to traffic for three 
days. Residential sections, ‘such 
as Harvestehude, Hamm, Barm- 
béck ‘and the adjoining town of 
Wandsbek, al? had their share of 
damage, 

“The damage done to windows, 
walls and doors by bombs explod- 
ed in the streats is. tremendous.

After Munich, September, 1938, 
what we have called) Petainism 
sl€pt again. France was aroused 
from her upathy, und there was 
a surge of — self-respect and 
national jnterest which extended 
even to those who felt convinced 
that it was impossible to go to 
war at the time because of the 
disorgunisation of the French 
Army, the weakness of French 
and English aviation and English 
indifference to the fate of Czecho- 
slovakia, 

Industrialists and others who, 
up to that time, had been strong- 
ly opposed to war moved sudden- 
ly into the camp of resistance. 
Dala who had = accepted 
Munich as a necessity, became 
head of the party of resistance to 
Germany. In the face of this 
abrupt shift on the part of the 
people Laval dropped discreetly 
into the background, and Marshal 
Petain once more adopted a 
sphinx-like attitude.

¥ngland’s best month, u 
month of clear days and 
short nights, the alarm 
siren was sounded in 
London only seven times. 
There were no air raids at 
all. Tired Londoners 
slept in their beds. In the 
long twilights they walk- 
ed in the Green Park and 
rowed in the Serpentine 
as if life were normal 
again. For a few weeks 
the nightmare lifted and 
they had the first calm in- 
terval since the aerial war 
began last September to 


count the scars on the 
ravaged face of the in-} 
trepid Old Lady on 
Thames. 


The Germans had their 
worst month, pounded 
night after night and lat- 
terly by day by the grow- 
ing forces of the R.AF., 
but London enjoyed a 
complete respite and the 
rest of England suffered 
only sporadic raids, of 
constantly diminishing 
intensity. Over the whole 
country, the toll of cas- 
ualties dropped from 5,300 
killed in May to no more 
than 399 killed in June. 


This relief was  some- 
what puzzling until the 
attack on Russia started. 

The Germans have 
never engaged in two 
major engagements at 
the same time. The slow- 
ing-down of the bombing 
of Britain began during 
the Balkan campaign and 
gave rise to the suspicion 
that the Luftwaffe is not 
big enough for a grand- 
scale offensive on two 
fronts.
